Beshear and Judge Gallagher attend grand 
opening for Two Rivers Fisheries in Wickliffe 


Governor Steve Beshear 
joined local leaders and compa¬ 
ny officials for the grand open¬ 
ing of Two Rivers Lisheries Inc. 
in Wickliffe on Thursday, May 
30. Lulton County Judge/Exec¬ 
utive David Gallagher was also 
in attendance on Thursday. 

The newly-formed company 
plans to create 50 jobs and in¬ 
vest more than $2.5 million in 
the project, which includes leas¬ 
ing a 36,000-square-foot spec 
building owned by the Ballard 
Industrial Board on Wickliffe 
Road. 

“We welcome Two Rivers 
Lisheries to the Commonwealth. 
Not only will the company cre¬ 
ate 50 jobs and invest $2.5 mil¬ 
lion, it will also add to our over¬ 
all exports,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“Exporting is big business, with 
Kentucky setting an all-time re¬ 
cord last year with $22 billion 
in exports of Kentucky products 
and services.” 

“It’s a great business to have 
in the region,” stated Gallagher. 

Two Rivers Lisheries plans 
to purchase Asian carp from lo¬ 
cal fishermen, process the meat 
and blast-freeze the product for 
shipment to South East Asia, 
where the fish are in demand. 
Bi-products from Asian carp 
processing can also be used to 
make fertilizer. The company 
expects the plant will have the 
ability to process and sell up to 
10,000 pounds of Asian carp per 
day. 

“They will help control the 
Asian carp and market a real 
delicacy,” added Gallagher. “I 
tried it and it was good.” 

“We are thrilled to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Wickliffe/Ballard 
community,” said Angie Yu,

version of the Water Resources 
Development Act (WRDA) on 
Wednesday, May 15. Curlin 
recently met with Tennessee 
Congressman Stephen Fincher 
in Memphis, along with Rob 
Rash with the Mississippi Valley 
Flood Control Association. “I 
met with Fincher again after our 
meeting in Memphis I am still 
impressed with him,” Curlin 
told the Port board. “We talked 
about the dredging issue and 
he is a strong supporter in our 
corner with regard to obtaining 
needed funds to dredge small 
harbors up and down the 
Mississippi River.” 

“It is true that the WRDA 
was recently passed by the 
Senate and it would authorize 
$25 million in funding for 
dredging of small harbors on 
the Mississippi River,” Curlin 
said, “but it still has to pass the 
House.” Curlin also mentioned 
that there are a lot of questions 
that have yet to be answered. 

“A majority of the funding 
comes from taxes paid by the 
water industry,” explained 
Curlin. “The money is suppose 
to be there, but is it?” 

He mentioned that Fincher 
wasn’t excited about the WRDA 
yet either. It should also be 
noted that in the Mississippi 
River states, Rand Paul (R-KY) 
was one of three Senators who 
voted no on the bill while eight 
other Senators were in favor of 
the measure. It should be noted 
that action on a companion 
WRDA bill in the U.S. House is 
projected to be months away. 

Port board member David 
Lattus, who is also mayor of 
Hickman, will be attending a 
meeting where approximately 
50 mayors of cities up and 
down the Mississippi River will 
gather in Minnesota. They will 


discuss many issues relative 
to waterways and the water 
industry, including the Port. 

“We are starting to hear more 
talk centered around ports and 
waterways,” Curlin noted. 
“They are being talked about 
more than trains and airlines, at 
this time.” 

“If this country ever gets

1. They should know where 
your will is located.

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2. Know where your Social 
Security card is (the actual 
card). Make sure it isn’t being 
carried in your wallet. Keeping 
it in your wallet is a possible 
identity theft situation. 

3. Know what your health 
insurance(s) covers, where the 
cards are and the important 
numbers. Make copies, front 
and back, in case the cards were 
misplaced. 

4. If you have a spouse, all 
bills should be in both names, 
if possible, in case of death. 
Credit cards could be something 
different as having your name 
on the account may signify the 
debt being passed to the other 
person upon death. 

5. They should know if you 
have a signed Power Of Attorney 
or if you have a living will or 
health directives completed and 
know where they are kept, even 
if they haven’t been enacted. 

6. They should know your 
social security number (or where 
to find out this information) and 
birth dates including year of 
your birth. 

7. They should know where 
you were born. For instance, my 
father was born at home, but I 
know which county registered 
the birth. 

8. They should know where 
your birth certificate is located. 

9. If you are a veteran of 
military service, they should 
know where the discharge 
papers are located. This is very 
important if you are dealing with 
the Veterans Administration. 

10. They should know where 
you keep any passwords, 
codes and pin #s for all 
accounts and/or computers.

“One Kind of Game”

A couple of weeks ago, on May 
7th, I was the keynote speaker 
at a ceremony commemorating 
the 100 th anniversary of the 
laying of the cornerstone for the 
historic old Calloway County 
Courthouse in Murray. As we 
were gathering for the event on 
a fine spring afternoon on the 
front lawn of the courthouse, 
I was approached by a gray¬ 
haired man about my age and 
size. He stuck out his hand and 
said, “January 12, 1962. I’m 
Mickey Boggess.” 

I immediately knew who he 
was and what he was talking 
about. On that winter night so 
long ago, we played in one of 
the most unusual high school 
basketball games I have ever 
seen. I hadn’t remembered the 
date like Mick had, but I have 
never forgotten that night. 

The Calloway County High 
School Lakers were the force 
of the First Region. They had 
come to Benton High School 
in December undefeated, 8 and 
0, and were number one in the 
region. Benton had a good team 
too, but not perfect. The Lakers 
were easily picked to win. Before 
a full house in the Chambers 
Memorial Gymnasium in 
Benton, we shocked the Lakers 
by beating them 17 points. 

In January, we had to go to 
their place. And we knew what 
to expect. They would be laying 
for revenge. And they were. 
A packed house of Calloway 
County fans were screaming, 
stomping, yelling, and whistling 
from the very get go. At first, it 
looked like they would get their 
revenge as the game started 
close. But by early in the second 
half, the Benton Indians had

Mickey Boggess would 
shoot one and the bonus for 
Calloway County with no time 
left on the clock. 

There is no more of a pressure 
situation in basketball than this. 
The Lakers are down by one 
point and Mickey is going to the 
line for one and the bonus with 
no time on the clock. If he hits 
the first basket, the game is tied. 
If he doesn’t, the game is over 
and his team is defeated once 
again by those pesky Benton 
Indians. If he hits both baskets, 
the Lakers win the game. At 
least that is what everyone in 
that gym thought that night. 

Ice water Mick went to the 
free throw line in the deafening 
noise and bedlam of the moment 
and knocked down those two

If I remember 
correctly, they even had the help 
of a couple of state policemen 
dressed in their familiar gray 
uniforms and Smokey hats. 
Confident that their celebration 
had been only momentarily 
postponed, the happy crowd 
moved back to their seats. 

Finally, the floor was cleared 
and only the ballplayers were on 
the hardwood. One referee yelled 
at us and said, “You’ve got the 
ball till the horn sounds.” My 
teammate, Steve Miller, stepped 
into the end zone, took the 
basketball from the official, and 
looked down court. He spotted 
Russell Anderson open near 
the mid-court line and about 60 
feet from Benton’s basket. He 
heaved the basketball to Russell 
baseball style. Russ grabbed 
the ball and pivoted toward our 
basket. Here is how one writer 
described it: “He caught the ball 
just behind the mid-stripe and 
all in the same motion pivoted, 
crouched, and then let fly a two- 
handed shot exploding from his 
chest.”

that there would be food when 
they returned from battle. 
Allen’s militia came down the 
Ohio past Paducah to Massac 
Creek, where they stole a canon 
and began an overland march 
to Kaskaskia. Clark’s ultimate 
objective was to take Detroit, 
but Virginia supplied neither 
money nor men to aid in that 
endeavor. 

Turning his attention to the 
War of 1812, Berry said that The 
Commonwealth of Kentucky 
played a pivotal role in the War 
of 1812. Making up two and a 
half regiments in the expanding 
regular army before the end 
of 1812, Kentuckians had an 
important part on the western 
front in America’s second 
war for independence. By the 
end of the war, approximately 
25,705 Kentucky men had 
served as regulars, volunteers, 
or militiamen. Of the 1,876 
Americans killed during the war, 
about 1,200 were Kentuckians, 
even though the state had never 
suffered an invasion. 

One interesting tidbit of 
the War was the saying that 
Colonel Richard Mentor 
Johnson killed Tecumseh at the 
Battle of Thames in Canada. It 
is not know who really killed 
Tecumseh, but Johnson’s slogan 
for the Vice-Presidential race in 
1836 was “Rumpsey Dumpsey 
rumpsey dumpsey, Colonel 
Johnson killed Tecumseh.” In 
1837, The Kentucky Democrat 
was elected Vice-President 
by the U.S. Senate because no 
candidate received a majority of 
the electoral votes. This marks 
the only time that a U.S. Vice- 
President was so chosen. 

After thanking the presenter, 
hostesses, and program leader, 
the Regent adjourned the 
business portion of the meeting 
after which attendees enjoyed a 
buffet luncheon.

FSA County Committee 
nominations begin June 17 


Kentucky”s USDA Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John 
McCauley, wants to remind 
farmers and landowners that 
local Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) county committee 
nomination begins on Friday, 
June 17. 

“I urge all farmers and ranchers 
to participate in this year”s 
county committee elections 
by nominating candidates by 
the August 1 deadline,” said 
McCauley. “County committees 
are a vital link between the 
farm community and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
provide a voice for landowners, 
farmers and ranchers so that 
they have an opportunity for 
their opinions and ideas to be 
heard.” 

To be eligible to serve on an 
FSA county committee, a person 
must participate or cooperate in 
a program administered by FSA, 
be eligible to vote in a county 
committee election and reside in 
the local administrative area in 
which the person is a candidate. 

Farmers and ranchers may 
nominate themselves or others, 
and organizations representing 
minorities and women also 
may nominate candidates. 
To become a candidate, an 
eligible individual must sign the 
nomination form, FSA-669A. 


The form and other information 
about FSA county committee 
elections are available online 
at http://www.fsa.usda.gov/ 
elections. Nomination forms 
for the 2013 election must be 
postmarked or received in the 
local USDA Service Center by 
close of business on Aug. 1, 
2013. Elections will take place 
this fall. 

While FSA county 
committees do not approve 
or deny farm operating loans, 
they make decisions on disaster 
and conservation programs, 
emergency programs, 

commodity price support loan 
programs and other agricultural 
issues. Members serve three- 
year terms. Nationwide, there 
are about 7,700 farmers and 
ranchers serving on FSA county 
committees. Committees consist 
of three to 11 members that are 
elected by eligible producers. 

FSA will mail ballots to 
eligible voters beginning Nov. 
4. The voted ballots are due back 
to the local county office either 
via mail or in person by Dec. 
2. Newly elected committee 
members and alternates take 
office on Jan. 1, 2014. FSA

it to a more advanced level. “We

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Corps came of interest because 
of its local connections.” 

A variety of sources were 
utilized by Livingston and 
Bellamey when they were 
compiling their information 
including the internet, 
Confederate Veteran magazines, 
the series of books entitled 
“The War of the Rebellion”, 
local collections and many other 
places. Some of the photos are 
from personal collections. 

Livingston and Bellamey 
provide a brief review of the 
life and military history of 
Nathan Bedford Forrest, bom 
July 13, 1821 in the backwoods 
of Chapel Hill, Tennessee. It is 
said that Forrest became a skilled 
marksman while working on the 
family farm. When the war broke 
out on April 12, 1861, Forrest 
and a couple of his family 
members enlisted a few months 
later on June 14, 1861. The book 
accounts the battles Forrest was 
involved in during the war. The 
last speech given by Forrest and 
several photos along with other 
pertinent information on the war 
career of Forrest, years 1877- 
1896, is also included. 

The Corps began in 1897 and 
the book contains information 
detailing when it began and then 
all the way up until its final years 
which includes information on 
the last reunion attended by 
General Henry Ashburn Tyler. 
The object of the association of 
the Corps and its members was 
to bring together annually the 
soldiers who may at any time 
have served under the command 
of Forrest. 

Many photos and articles 
have been accumulated over 
the years by Livingston and 
Bellamey while tracing their 
own family histories, adding 
to the uniqueness of the book. 
One article, found on page 96, 
talks about Tyler’s death stating, 
“The end came peacefully at the 
magnificent Tyler homestead, 
Oakwood Farm, three miles east 
of Hickman, Ky., (now known as 
the Goodman house) on Monday 
morning, April 26, 1915.” 


It further states that Tyler 
graduated from Bethel College 
in Carroll County, Tennessee and 
later began the practice of his law 
profession in Hickman. “ 

Biographies of the members 
are included and one is that of 
Edmund Winchester Rucker, 
who was born July 22, 1835. “A 
surveyor, he enlisted in Pickett’s 
company, which was sent to 
Columbus, Kentucky to mount 
guns at the fort there,” says the 
book. “When Columbus was 
evacuated Rucker’s company 
went to an overlook of Island No. 
10 on the Mississippi River.” 

Other biographies contain 
information of those with 
additional ties to Fulton and 
Hickman counties, with some 
buried in cemeteries in the area. 
Like William Waller, a member 
of Captain Henry Tyler’s Co., 
who is buried at Clark Cemetery 
in Hickman County. Another is 
Robert Harper Kirk who was at 
the 1897 organizational meeting 
of UCV Camp. J.B. Ward in 
Hickman. He lived until May 
6, 1920 and is buried in the 
Hickman City Cemetery. 

An article from the Hickman 
Courier, dated October 5, 1906 
titled Of Interest to the Veterans 
of Forrest’s Cavalry is located 
on page 47 and additional 
information pertaining to 
Hickman, Ky. on page 46 at 
a time when veterans were 
gathering together “simply as a 
band of Confederate Cavalrymen 
upon the march.” 

Livingston and Bellamey 
spent 15 to 20 months collecting 
all the information they could 
get their hands on regarding the 
Corps. “There is probably a great 
deal more information,” stated 
Livingston, “but it is either 
hidden in family attics or has 
been destroyed over the years.” 

Livingston’s Civil War 
interests stems from gathering 
family genealogy and history for 
over 50 years. “I can trace the 
branches of my family tree back 
to eleven Revolutionary War 
Veterans,” noted Livingston.
